The thermometer today drop- 
ped to near zero in many places. It 


the most .severe fall of snow 
the 


Rooky .Mountain region has ever 
known. 


Denver, Oct. 23.—The Rocky moun- 


tain region is having a real foretaste 
of winter. 
Some 
places 
on 
the 


eastern slope report snowfall meas- 
uring 3 to 4 feet. While the tempera- 
ture on the plains fluctuated from 
20 to 30 above zero, it has been much, 
colder at higher 
altitudes. At Co- 


rona, the highest point on the new 
penver-Salt Lake railroad, 2 degrees 
below zero was reported. At Emery 


ap, on the Colorado Southern, rail- 


road, snow drifted 9 feet deep and 
traffic was practically tied up. Two 
rotary snowplows were sent out to 
open the road. A Santa Fe train west 
bound was derailed between Wagon 
Mound and 
Springer, 20 miles from 


Trinidad, and the road was blocked 
several 
hours. 
The heavy 
snow 


caused the mail coach and two 'bag- 
;age cars to Jump the track and they 
roiled down an" efifD'anlaEent." ThW""" 
mail clerk was hurt, but his injuries 
are.not severe. 


The storm is almost unprecedented 


'or severity at this season of the year 
and takes rank, according to the 
weather 
bureau, with the snowfall 


April . 22 
and 23, 1SS5. About 20 


nches of snow fell in Denver, much 


which melted. 
Reports show that the snow, wind 


and cold have extended over nearly 
he entire country between the Rocky 
mountains and the Missouri river, 
causing heavy losses of live stock and 
ate fruit. Telegraph wires have been. 
irostrated and railroad schedules are 
generally disarranged. 


Blizzard in Kansas.

New York, Oct. 23.—Announcement 


was made by Secretary Shaw that 
he will stimulate national bank circu- 
lation to the extent of $18,000,000 by 
accepting approved securities other 
than government bonds for deposits 
already made, the bonds released to be 
used immediately as a basis of circu- 
lation without withdrawal from 
the 


treasury. He does not object to the 
assignment of the bonds to other 
banks than those now holding them, 
but to insure their use they must re- 
main in the treasury and in addition 
the bank taking out the circulation 
must agree to retire the same between 
March 15 and Aug. 10, 1907. 


Banks will he required, when taking 


out their circulation, to make applica- 
tion for its retirement and the order 
of percent of retirement from month 
to month will be determined by the 
treasury department.' 


In this way $18,000,000 of additional 


circulation can immediately be issued 
and gradually retired 
during the 


spring and summer months. 
Secre- 


tary Shaw expects to demonstrate in 
limited form the benefits of an elastic 
currency. 


Secretary Shaw also announced that 


from and after Oct. 23 deposits to facil- 
itate gold importations will be discon- 
tinued. He said in connection with 
the announcement that importations 
exceeded his expectations and he be- 
lieved for the present the United 
States has quite its share and he has 
no disposition to disturb conditions in 
Europe by a continuation of that meth- 
•O&. st relief.

Havana, Oct. 23.—Because of
